Clearance of Mine Contlnues-

Nanaimo, June 2. — (Special) — John 
Hutchinson, president of district No, 10, 
United Mine Workers of America, left 
this morning for Washington state, and 
on Sunday addresses a meeting of tho 
oOOO mine workers of Roslyn and C!e- 
Elum. In regard to the report that 
John Mitchell, president of the United 
'Mine Workers, is coming here because 
of the trouble now existing, Mr. Hutch- 
inson said such was not the 
case. Mr. Mitchell had for a 
long time been anxious to visit 
the Coast, but bad had so much to 
occupy him in the East that he had not 
been able to do so. If he came to the 
coast no doubt be would make an effort 
to visit British Columbia, but that was 
not looked for in the near future. Thos. 
Burke, of the national executive, remains 
in town looking after the men's case, and 
this afternoon the United Mine Workers 
met, and nearly a hundred new members 
were enrolled, making the total member- 
ship five hundred. The situation was 
discussed, but nothing new developed. 
In the meantime preparations to close 
the mine are still in progress. Nothing 
new developed today. 

Today has brought no change in the 
local mining situation between the West- 
ern Fuel Co. and its employees, who un- 
affiliated with the United Mine Workers 
of America. Today a committee from 
the miners sought an interview with Mr. 
Stoekett for the purpose of placing be- 
fore him the proposition made at. last 
night's meeting, viz., agreeing to submit 
the whole dispute lo arbitration. More 
confidence is felt here tonight than at 

any li since the trouble arose that a 

settlement will be reached in the near 
future and operations resumed.

ST. PETERSBURG, .rune 2.— In 
order to relieve the suspense 
Of thousands of families. Russia 
lias appealed to France to 
secure through the French minister at 
lokio the most complete list possible of 
the Russian officers and men who per- 
ished or were saved. The f a te of hun- 
dreds will never he known. 

The admiralty has practically given 
up all hope that the Russian protected 
cruisers Aurora and Oleg might limp in- 
to port. Both these vessels are now be- 
lieved to have foundered. 

St. Petersburg is full of rumors of the 
most contradictory character regarding 
prospects of peace, but in the best in- 
formed quarters the Associated Press 
was told that no definite decision had 
been reached. Nevertheless it is per- 
sistently reported that an imperial maui- 
festo may be expected shortly. 

This manifesto will proclaim the im- 
mediate convocation of national assem- 
bly, to which the question of peace or 
war will be submitted, thereby shifting 
the burden of a decision from the shoul- 
ders of the Emperor to the whole nation, 
robbing agitators of the opportunity to 
make revolutional capital out of the de- 
cision. 

Resentment at Surrenders. 

^ According to tlie despatch from Barou 
Ferzen, the commander of the cruiser 
Iaumrud, the battleships remaining in the 
fight were still in squadron formation 
when be was cut off, and this increases 
thu deep resentment felt here at the sur- 
render of the ships, tho Novoe Vremya 
emu declaring that officers ought to be 
court mn-rtialed .and shot for hauliug 
down their flags and turning over their 
ships to the Japanese. The paper cites 
articles of the naval regulations forbid- 
ding a commander to surrender except 
as a last emergency, .after takiug mea- 
sures to destroy his ship. Tho report 
from Lieut. Doumovo, of the torpedo 
boat destroyer Bravi, telling how that 
boat was disabled on the first day of the 
fight, and limped to Vladivostok through 
the midst of a hostile flotilla of destroy- 
ers, being obliged to even burn her wood- 
; en fittings to reach the harbor, awakeus 
satisfaction, and though the Izumrud 
failed to reach Vladivostok, her destruc- 
tion by her own crew is regarded with 
almost equal pleasure. The saddest note 
for St. Petersburg was struck by the de- 
struction of tho battleship Alexander 
III., which was manned by sailors of the 
Guard, and officered exclusively by men 
prominent in society and court. Her 
crew served during the winter time as 
a regiment of the Guard of which the 
Dowager Empress was honorary com- 
mander.

FIRST STEP TO PEACE. 

President Roosevelt Has Heart to Heart 
Talk With Cassini. 

Washington, June 2. — President 
Roosevelt today struck a blow for peace 
In the Far East. In a conference at 
the White House this afternoon with 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
the President expressed the earnest 
feeling that Russia would forthwith 
conclude peace with Japan. 

Prolongation of the war, ho believed, 
will not result In a victory for the Rus- 
sian arms, and It can only serve to In- 
crease the Japanese demands and ren- 
der more difficult the drafting of a 
treaty of peace which tho Czar as well 
as the Mikado can sign. The President 
spoke, he said, as the friend of Russia 
no less than of Japan, and on behnlf 
not only of tho Washington government 
but In the Interests of humanity. Until 
his words have reached Tsarakoe Selo 
and have been communicated to Em- 
peror Nicholas In the friendly spirit In 
which they were uttered, their effect 
cannot be estimated. 

Soon after reaching hla embassy, 
Count Cassini began the preparation 
of a despatch to his government. 
Throughout the diplomatic corps there 
Is a strong hope that today's conference 
marked the first step toward peace, but 
the general opinion Is that weeks may 
elapse before even preliminary nepro'.la-

SHELLS AS TORPEDOES. 

Rolling of Russian Ships Addec. to 
Their Vulnerability. 

London, .Tune 3. — The correspondent at 
Tokio of the Daily Mail cabling to his 
paper concerning the naval battle says: 
"Owing to the heavy sea in the earlier 
part of the engagement, the Russian 
hulls were disclosed below the water line 
presenting a good target, and enabling 
the Japanese guns to usurp the functions 
of torpedoes. 

"The commander of the torpedo boat 
destroyer Murazame, describing his at- 
tack on the battleship Kninz Souvaroff, 
says he discharged two torpedoes against 
her from a distance of a hundred yards.

INDICTING SOME STRIKERS. 

Chicago Grand Jury Votes to Indict on 
Conspiracy Charges. 

Chicago, June 2. — Indictments con- 
nected wiih the teamsters' strike have 
been voted by the grand jury and will 
bo returned tomorrow. The names of 
the men indicted could not lie ascertain- 
ed today. It was reported, however, 
that bills would not be voted in connec- 
tion with the charge made by President 
Shea, of teamsters' union, that he was 
offered ?10,000 to cull a strike against 
Sears, Roebuck oc Co. It was found 
that the statute of limitation barred any 
indictments, and the evidence given was 
largely of hearsay character. it is ru- 
mored that some indictments would bo 
based on the charges of conspiracy to 
injure the business of a number of large 
concerns, and it was said that some in- 
dictments would be found for perjury. 
There was nothing definite, however, in 
any of these statements. 



FIRE IN A THEATRE. 

Pittsburg Playhouse Wrecked, but no

Pittsburg, Pa., June 2. — One of the

Hygiene m the 

Public Schools 



Ftrst of Series of Lectures De- 
livered Yesterday at the 
High School. 



Condemns Very Severely Text 
Books on Hygiene Now 
In Use. 



, The iirst of a series of lectured to be 
jriven ou Friday afternoons in the Ilign 
school was delivered yesterday afternoon 
by Dr. C. J. Pagan, secretary of the 
provincial board of health, the pupils 
and teachers of the High .school and a 
few others being present. His subject 
was "Hygiene us Taught in Our Public 
Schools." His Houor the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor presided, and with him on the plat- 
form were Principal Paul, Rev. W. Les- 
lie Clny, Rt. Rev. Bishop Perrin, aud 
Mr. Muskett, secretary to His Honor. 

•'The body and mind," said the lectur- 
er, "lire mutually dependent upon one 
another. When we strengthen the body 
wo invigorate the mind; when we starve 
and neglect the body we starve nud en- 
feeble the mind. It follows, therefore, 
that for the proper development of the 
individual, the body must be considered 
and cared for as well ns the mind. 

•'Recognizing the elementary principle 
that the continued existence of a free 
country depends on the general Intelli- 
gence of its people, the state lias assum- 
ed the right to enforce the education of 
her future citizens and to prescribe the 
kind of instruction that shall be given 
them. In this instruction should be in- 
cluded physical as well as intellectual 
culture. 

Objects of the School 

"The very laudable object of the state 
in establishing public schools is to ensure 
the proper development of the individual, 
so that each citizen may be in a position 
to advance the interests of the state and 
thereby his own interests. According to 
Nature's plan, body and mind develop 
simultaneously, not alternately. While 
bone, muscle and nerve are growing, the 
child is busy observing, testing, comp-ar- 
ing gaining a knowledge of his environ- 
ment and learning to think and reason. 
When, however, the child enters the 
school, the teachers gives little thought 
to the physical condition .if the children, 
devoting 'his whole time rather to their 
intellectual improvement. The teachers 
are not wholly responsible for this, for 
parents and trustees alike bold the teach- 
er responsible for the progress of his 
pupils in intellectual work alone. .No 
one ever thinks of holding him respon- 
sible for any physical imperfections in 
tlie children under his care. 

••Judging by what can be observed al- 
most everywhere, it is evident that the 
majority of men and women know very 
little about hygienic conditions, nud when 
it is considered that the teacher olone 
has an oppo tunity of leichitiR all classes 
through the children, it becomes of the 
••reatcst important- • that children should 
not ouly work under hygienic conditions 
and be 'under a teacher who not only un- 
ilerstands and appreciates such condi- 
tions, hul also that they should he care- 
fully instructed in the principles <>l hy- 
giene so thai tli'' man and womi'n ol 
11 few years hence may themselves know 
the meaning of proper conditions of liv- 

Opinions on Subject 

'•Opinions will doubtless differ as to 
what should he included in instruction 111 
hygiene in our schools Is it nee ssnry or 
advisable to tench physiology and as 
much anatomy as will explain the func- 
tions of organs? Children often get 
-most absurd notions of these subjects 

\s an illustration Or. Fngan quoted 
an anecdote from the British Medical 
Journal "What is our blood composed 
of and how does alcohol act upon it I 
wiis asked of a pupil, who made the re- 
markable answer: "It is made of one 
million red insects and one- thousand 
white ones to every drop of blood. Al- 
cohol kills them and sends theh car- 
casses to the front of the body. That is 
why people who drink alcohol have red 
noses." , , 

I>r Pagan condemned very severeij 
(ho text books on the subject at present 
in use in our schools. lie thought the 
hooks, instead of dealing with techni- 



calities, such as locating and describing 
the "crypts of Lieherkuhn," should con. 
tain instruction in simple hygiene, such 
as ventilation, personal cleanliness, ro- 
sucitating the apparently drowned, the 
care of the eyes, exercise, contagious 
diseases and the necessity for isolation 
'and disinfection — the moral obligation of 
every person and family afflicted with a 
contagious disease to use every precau- 
tion to prevent its communication to oth- 
ers, should form part of the instruction 
under the hitter head. 

Faulty Books in Use 
Besides these, the book should deal 
with the relation of the water and milk 
supplies to certain of the communicable 
diseases, and the maimer of their pollu- 
tion, with measures for its prevention. 
Right methods for disposing of excreta, 
us well as other household waste, and an 
abhorrence of all that is filthy, all of 
which could be made interesting. He 
thought the reason the teachers were not 
particularly interested in hygiene was 
due wholly to the faulty hooks now in 
use. 

"In my opinion," said he, "the text 
books on hygiene should be changed to 
ones in which the author's motto is sim- 
plicity and absolute truth." 

At the close of the lecture a few re- 
marks were made by Bishop Per in, Rev. 
•Leslie Clny and Dr. Ernest Hall, the 
latter of whom spoke ou behalf of the 
hoard of trustees. Sir Henri then asked 
the lecturer to tell in a few words how 
1o avoid the spread of tuberculosis. 

"Expectorating," Dr. Pagan said, "is 
the cause of almost all the contagion in 
this dread disease. Rovs should be taught 
that it is not only unhealthy, but uiigen- 
tlemnnly to spit at any time, whether in 
public or not. If this could be stopped 
there would be uo more consumption. 



LYRA FROM ORIENT. 

Boston Tugboat Co.'s Freighter Reach- 
ed Port Yesterday From Far East. 

Steamer Lyra, of the Boston Steam- 
ship Company, reached the ocean dock 
yesterday afternoon with a full cargo 
of general freight from ports of China 
and Japan. The steamer landed 355 
tons of freight at the ocean clock. The 
Lyra made a slow passage, which was 
without Incident. She left prior to the 
Empress of Japan and Kanagawa Maru. 
The Kanagawa Main, which sails for 
the Orient again on the 12th Inst., will 
be the last liner to leave this side with 
cargo to be landed before the Imposi- 
tion of tin- new war duties, which come 
into effect on July 1. The duty is high 
on flour, and many tramp steamers! 
were sent to Japanese ports to land 
heavy cargoes of Hour in advance of 
the Imposition of the war taxes. Little 
flour will be sent by the Kanagawa 
Main, the bulk of her cargo being cot- 
ton.

Is M mber of Party Going on 
a Special Steamer to 
Seattle. 



C. .\(. Merril and Mrs. Merril, of Kan 
Claire, Wisconsin, are guests at the 

Dominion. Air. Merril is a prominent 
capitalist anil is traveling fcrr pleasure. 
This is his first visit to the Canadian 
West and lie is very greatly impressed 
with the scenic beauties of the country, 
which he says cannot lie surpassed any- 
where in the world. 

Chatting with a Colonist reporter at 
the Dominion last evdniug, Mr. Merril 
said : 

"1 think you have a wouilerful coun- 
try. The scenerj ir.uiig Cue line ol' the 
C. P. U. is undoubtedly the finest 111 the 
world. The miU'h-VlluTlte'.l scenery of 
Switzerland is not comparable with for 
a moment. Last year a small parly, ol 
which 1 was a member, paid a visa to 
Switzerland, stopping al Lucernie. In 
the party were a number of ladies, and 
they went into ruptures over the ma- 
jesty 01 the mountains. 1 thought it 
was pretty good, hut not to compare 
witli the mountain scenery of Western 
America, ulthougli 1 had not then been 
on the Canadian sido of the line, and 
finally I gut nettle, I and said to them: 
■'Phis scenery does not begin 
to compare with that of the Hocky 
mountains. Von holies should study your 
own country before going into ecstucieu 
over Switzerland.' They thought 1 
was only bluffing al the time, but since 
then have acknowledged that 1 was 
rielit. 

"Why the famous mountain scenery 
of Europe is not to lie compared for a 
moment for grandeur and magnificence 
with that of the Canadian Rockies, 
which I have just seen for the first Lime. 
There is no question in my mind that 
11 is the finest in the world. We stopped 
at Banff for a lime ami we never tired 
of gazing at the wonderful panorama he- 
fore our bewildered and delighted gaze 
on every side. We had in our party a 
number of people from Boston, who or- 
dinarily are very sedate anil undemon- 
strative in conduct, hut they 'turned 
loose' when we struck Banff, and they 
could not find sulllcieut adjectives to 
convey their appreciation of the gran- 
deur of the scenery. 

"At Laggan I stepped off the train 
for a moment and took a look round, 
and I would have liked to stay awhile. 
It was explained to mi' that there was 
no regular hotel accommodation fm' 
guests at thai point, hut one of the en- 
gineers, to whom 1 was speaking on the 
platform, said that possih.y the foreman 
of [he construction gang could put me 
up for a day or so. 1 sought him oat. 
and he said if we would take ordinary 
fare he would he glad 10 to accommodate 
us. So we stayed, and I spent one of 
the most enjoyable days of my life there, 
lie pointed out hi us the various roads 
and trails, and going along one of them 
we came to Lake Ixmise, and at a point 
there I saw wuat I think is the most 
■beautiful spot 1 ever beheld in my life — 
nor do 1 think I shall ever behold its 
equal. With snow-clad mountains tow- 
ering as far as the eye could reach, at 
the base was a natural a mpii it bet re. ris- 
ing terrace on terrace, and as we stood 
there the sun broke through the clouds 
nud poured its golden rays right into th- 
portal, while the mighty mountains on 
either side remained in shadow. The 
effect was bewilderingly beautiful and 
the picture will never be obliterated as 
long as 1 live. 

"I think also that the scenery along 
the Eraser is quite as tine as that of tic 
big mountains eastward, although the 
guide-books do not attach much import- 
ance to it. Coming llloug in the tram 
when we retired for the night. I said to 
Ilu> porter: 'Well, I suppose there is 
not much to see in the morning before 
wo reach Vancouver!' He assure,! mo 
that there was some really good scenery 
vet to be seen; and when 1 awakened in 
the morning and raised my blind and got 
a peep at the country along Ihe hanks of 
the mighty Eraser, you bet I was out 
of bed in a jiffy and 'stayed with it all 
morning." 

Mr. Merril is a member of a party of 
about 110 prominent Americans from 
various parts of the Pnited Stati's who 
have chartered the steamer City ol 
Spokane for a special trip to Alaska.

THE ELECTION OF MR. HYMAN. 

The Ottawa Free Press thinks it 
a rery ungracious thing to oppose the 
election of Hon. Mr. Hyman, the. new 
Minister of Public Works, In London, 
Ont., particularly as the leader of the 
Opposition, Mr. Borden, was allowed to 
be returned by acclamation -when lie 
presented himself for election in Carle- 
ton. It bnses its enso on the pelf-evi- 
«lent proposition that it is not "good 
politics to oppose a minister upon his 
acceptance of a portfolio unless there is 
some special reason for it." Thero is 
no parallel in the two cases. Mr. Bor- 
den is tho leader of one of two great 
parties and his presence in the House, 
to load iiis forces in person, was gener- 
ally regarded as most desirable and in 
the best interests of the country. Since 
that time new issues have arisen and 
there is every reason that the policy of 
tho government on a vital question 
should, when an opportunity presents 
itself, he permitted to he pronounced 
upon by the people. To allow a minister 
of the government responsible for creat- 
■ ing the issue to be returned unopposed, 
■would be accepted by the Free. rTess 
itself and by the Liberal press generally 
as an indication of approval of a policy 
■where such approval does not exist. If 
Mr. Hyman is elected after n square 
■fight then the, government will bo en- 
titled to all the "kudos" which a vic- 
tory in Ontario would afford. 



RAILWAYS AND BUSINESS. 

In the case of the V., V. & E. run- 
ning alternately through Canadian and 
American territory, there Is no analogy 
between that and the Michigan Central, 
the Maine Short Line, or other rail- 
ways of a similar character that may 
be instanced. The Michigan Central in 
Canada is simply port of a system 
which takes a short cut between Buffalo 
and Detroit. It was originally built 
under a charter acquired by the Canada 
Southern Railway Company. It is al- 
most wholly used for through traffic, 
which neither originates nor ends In 
Canada. It does a very limited business 
between local points in Ontario. The 
short line through Maine enables the 
C. P. R. to lessen the distance between 
Montreal and St. John. It practically 
has no reference to. and does not affect 
In any material degree, the traffic on 
the Maine side of the line. The Grand 
Trunk, a Canadian railway, connects at 
Detroit and Port Huron with American 
lines, which do a large business with 
Western through traffic. There is no 
analogy, as we have stated, in the case 
of such railways and the V., V. <fc B. 
The latter Is a road doing business un- 
der a Canadian charter. The officers of 
the company are nominally Canadians, 
a matter of mere formality. It Is owned 
and operated by an American corpora- 
tion. The charter was originally ac- 
quired under which to build a line from 
Midway through the Slmilkameen and 
over Hope Mountain to the Coast. It is 
now proposed to use it as part of a sys- 
tem whose line Is to dodge backward 
and forward across) the boundary line, 
and whose object In Canadian territory 
is to secure traffic In the mining dis- 
tricts. What Is proposed Is a diversion 
from the original idea, which in Itself 
is wholly unobjectlon ible, provided the 
original object Is kept in view, viz., to 
be continued through Canadian terri- 
tory to a Canadian port as a terminus 
The mere crossing and recrossing of 
the boundary line for convenience is of 
no consequence. What Is wanted to be 
guarded against Is the securing of a 
charter granted for a definite purpose 
to be used for a wholly different pur- 
pose. No person objects to Jim Hill 
using the V., V. & K. charter for what 
it 13 intended, and what it. ought to be. 
No reasonable person objects to his tak- 
ing advantage of the natural gradients 
to be had by crossing and recrossing 
the line between Grand Forks luid 
Princeton. There ought to be a guaran- 
tee, however, that it shall not be di- 
verted at Princeton Into American terri- 
tory and lind its terminus there. There 
should be some reference to Canadian 
interests. As we pointed out yesterday, 
every ounce of labor performed on the 
railway will be American, and every 
dollar for supplies will be purchased In 
St. Paul and Spokane. It is not a case 
in which the tariff or the alien law 
will apply, or rather will be applied. 
The saving in freight alone will enable 
tho contractors to offset the duty, and 
in a railway which Is In and out of 
Canadian territory each dny of travel 
tho alien law will be Ineffectual even 
if It were honestly attempted to be en- 
forced.

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LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

(Before. Hon. Mr. Justice Martin.) 

Friday, June 2, 1005. 

In tile matter of the Southeast Koote- 
nny coal prospecting licences, heard on 
Thursday, Hon. Mr. Justice .Martin to- 
day delivered the following judgment:

KING'S DAUGHTERS' CONVENTION 

invitation for Next Meeting at Vancou- 
ver^ — Convalescents' Home. 

1 T^lie third session of the King's Daugh- 
ters' convention opened yesterday at 10 
a. m. with devotional exercises by Mrs. 
Croft and Mrs. Day, after which the dis- 
trict secretaries' reports wore given by 
Mrs. Watt, of Metchosin district; who 
asked for Juvenile hooks for their travel- 
ing library, which hooks might he loft 
at Fell's grocery store, to be forwarded 
from there. Miss Drury of Cowichau 
■district spoko of the prosperous condition 
of her circle htid the opening of a new 
one at Crofton, after which Mrs. Shaw 
read the report of Victoria circles, Mrs. 
JOwing (district secretary of Victoria) be- 
ing unavoidably absent. 

Letters were rend from Mrs. Savage, 
provincial secretary of Ontario: and Miss 
Brown, Dominion secretary, with well 
wishes for the good of the King's Daugh- 
ters. 

The question was then raised in regard 
to holding an entertainment once every 
year. It was moved by Mrs. Watt of 
Metchosin, seconded by Miss Wilson of 
Duncans, that some entertainment be 
'devised each year by the Order in the 
province — part of the funds from which 
entertainment to go to maintain the pro- 
vincial headquarters. 

The affiliation with the Local Council 
of Women was next brought up.

Afterwards the dis- 
cussion of the advisability of afliliation 
with the Local Council of Women was 
continued, it. being moved by Miss Wil- 
son, seconded by Mrs. Watt" "That tins 
convention place on record its apprecia- 
tion of the work of the Local Council of 
Women of Victoria, and leave the mut- 
ter of afliliation with districts of the pro- 
vince or individual members," the motion 
carrying. 

The reports of the various circles were 
read and wore found most encouraging; 
and >a letter from the circle at Vancouver 
inviting the next provincial convention 
to hold their meetings at Vancouver was 
received. 

Miss Wilson gave an account of the 
endeavors of the King's Daughters of 
the Island to establish a convalescent's 
homo at Duncans, to bo <a memorial to 
tho late Mrs. Maitlnnd-Dougall, who was 
their beloved and honored leader, and 
one of whoso chief aims was the opening 
of such a place. There is already on 
hand $1000. and it is their great desire 
to raise double that amount before they 
commence to build. All donations from 
friends who may he interested in the 
good work may be sent to Mrs. H. A. S. 
Morley, Victoria. 

Mrs. Holmes read a paper on "The 
Silver Cross," the magazine of the order, 
which was much enjoyed by all present. 
The meeting finally (dosed with answers 
to the question drawer. 

The regular business will be continued 
this morning, the members of the "Haw- 
thorne" nnd "Rose" circles kindly pro- 
viding lunch at headquarters. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon, Mrs. Day 
will hold n consecration meeting and 
children's service, which will bring the 
fifth annual convention of the King's 
Daughters to a most successful close. 




Considerable indignation was ex- 
pressed on the waterfront yesterday be- 
cause of the seemingly high-handed ac- 
tions of the shipping master, William 
E. Laird, which It now transpires was 
not upheld by the minister of marine. 
A telegram was received last night by 
Captain Troup that a Canadian certifi- 
cate was good, and today Captain 
Hickey will be given the command, 
which the shipping master denied him. 

As was stated In the Colonist yester- 
day, the shipping community allege 
he has been endeavoring to draw 
fine lines with regard to the Interpre- 
tation of the statutes as they affect 
shipping matters. The change with 
regard to the Princess Victoria, by 
which the new shipping master Insist- 
ed that the crew be placed on articles 
— something the late shipping master 
hail never asked for — netted Shipping 
Master Laird eighty cents for each man 
signed on the vessel. This money, to- 
talling high, when the large number of 
men on the big vessel is considered, is 
one of the perquisites of office. It Is 
by the payment of fees that the wages 
of the shipping master are secured. 

iThere is no salary attached to the posi- 
tion. The more steamers that can tie 
brought under the ruling by which he 
forces their owners to sign their crews 

!un articles, which is never done with 
other coasting steamers, the mure 
money for Shipping .Master Laird. 

Yesterday :i Colonist reporter inter- 
viewed Shipping Master Laird to ask 
Ids reasons for his action in this re- 
gard, but the shipping master declined 
to give them, lie said he was shipping 
master and knew his duty — that was 
all. 

The position he takes Is that the 
steamer Princess Victoria is a British 
ship, registered In Britain, and as a 
British ship subject to the Imperial Mer- 
chants Shipping Act, and as Canada 
cannot legislate with regard to British 
shipping, the Merchants Shipping Act 
governs the C. P. R. steamer. More- 
over, the shipping master holds the 
steamer Princess Victoria is not a 
coasting vessel. The Merchants Ship- 
ping Act classes vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade and in the home trade. 
The home trade has Its limits about the 
coast of the United Kingdom and in 
contiguous waters of the European 
coast between Brest and the mouth of 
the River Elbe. No provision Is made 
under the act for vessels coasting In 
the British colonies, on the coasts of 
Canada or Australia. The legislation of 
the colonies governs the coasting regu- 
lations on the colonial coasts and, as 
stated yesterday, the Canadian regula- 
tions allow of vessels coasting between 
the Columbia river and Cape Spencer 
in Alaska on the Pacific coast. 

Shipping Master Laird holds that the 
Princess Victoria, being a British ship, 
the Canadian regulations do not apply, 
and as she is not running on the coast 
of the United Kingdom or the European 
coast between Brest and the Elbr but 
running between Victoria and Seattle, 
she Is a vessel engaged In foreign trade. 
As she is a British vessel engaged in 
foreign trade — this is his contention — a 
Canadian master mariner holding a 
Canadian certificate permitting him to 
engage on coasting vessels, cannot take 
command. 

It is stated that the shipping master 
has obtained a legal opinion from Lang- 
ley & Martin, in whose office he was 
■formerly a clerk, and who are the re- 
Ipreesntatives of the department of jus- 
tice In this district, and that, techni- 
cally, the lawyers uphold his position. 
I but this cannot be verified. Mariners 
'and officials of customs and other ma- 
rine departments have stated their 
1 opinions as against the action of the 
snipping master. 

I In the meantime Captain Hidkey Is 
I deprived of his command. The shlp- 
1 ping master refuses to accept the Can- 
adian certificate which he holds, issued 
'by tho minister of marine. And this, 
I too, with the certificate entitling Cap- 
tain Hickey to command a British ves- 
isel engaged In the coasting trade of 
the United Kingdom, for an order-Jn- 
council has been Issued which states 
that a Canadian certificate is recog- 
nized under the British shipping regu- 
lations. Captain Hickey could command 
a British vessel sailing out of Liver- 
pool for London or In any other trade 
of the United Kingdom, but the ship- 
ping master of Victoria says that his 
certificate is not good enough to al- 
low of his commanding a steamer run- 
ning between Victoria, Vancouver and 
Seattle. 

And because of the actions of Ship- 
ping Master Laird there is much In- 
dignation in shipping circles. 

The minister of marine did not up- 
hold the action of the local shipping 
master. Late last night Captain J. \V. 
Troup, superintendent of the C. P. R. 
Steamship Company, received a tele- 
gram from the department of marine 
and fisheries to the effect that a Can- 
adian certificate allowed Its holder to 
command the steamer Princess Vic- 
toria, and today Captain Hickey will be 
appointed to the command of the 
steamer, as previously arranged. Cap- 
tain Griffin being transferred to the 
steamer Channel.
